RUSH OF WATERS TEARS UP

Brownwood, Tex., August 7.— Five huti-|

A strip thirty miles long and from 
two to four miles wide is covered with 
from three to ten feet of water. Railway 
tracks have been washed out for miles 
and a pile driver sent out with two hun- 
dred laborers was unable to proceed fur- 
ther than here.

MATTINGLY BOND BILL 


WAS KILLED IN HOUSE 


Old Stale Debt of 1860 
Was Repudiated by Vote 
of 84 to 66, 


AUDITIONAL SUMS GIVER 
TQ STATE INSTITUTIONS 


There was Considerable Discussion 
Over Oertain Items Presented in 
the Deficiency Appropriation 
Bill Yesterday Afternoon 
Boost for Tech. 


The main deatures of the house sessions 
yesterday were the additional appropria 
tions to state institutions and the em- 
phatic disapproval of the house of the 
bill to pay the Mattingly bonds, given 
as part payment of certain arms pur- 
chased from the Sharpe Rifle Company, 
of Hartford, Conn., by the late Governor 
Joseph EX. Brown, November 14, 1860. 

This was the fourth demand the 
ers of these bonds have made upon the 
State for their payment, and @ach time 
heretofore the claim did not get to the 
house for a vote until yesterday, when 
the bill was killed—84 to 66. Once be- 
fore. however, the legislature refused to 
give its permission to the holders to sue 
the state in the Fulton county courts, 
the assent of the state being necessary 
to such a suit. 

At the afternoon session the house 
passed a deficiency appropriation bill, 
including $27,500 for a new dormitory 
at the Girls’ Normal! and Industrial col- 
lege at Milledgeville. It also appropri 
ated $17,500 to increase the campus at 
the Techrological institute, and $10,000 
aditional for sustenance of the institution 
in 1907. 

Chairman W, H. Davis, of the appro- 
priations committee, after thie amount 
had been passed up, stated that the Tech 
was one of the few state 
that lived within its appropriations, and 
hence they were very glad to give them 
this aditiona] sum to meet their needs 
for next year. 

The action of the house tn 
down the bill for the payment 
Mattingly bonds makes the fourth 
in its history, the house of 
@eneral assembly of Georgia has refused 
the payment of these ponds.
